CHAPTER 444.

AN ACT to repeal and recreate 20.20 (9) of the statutes, relating to rough fish removal
and making an appropriation.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

20.20 (9) of the statutes is repealed and recreated to read:
20.20 (9) Annually, beginning July 1, 1951, such sums as shall be necessary to carry

on a state operated rough fish control program. The commission may provide funds
for the leasing of such privately owned property and equipment as may be necessary
under such program. The commission may also enter into contracts with private oper-
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ators for rough fish removal on such terms as it may deem advisable. All proceeds re-
ceived from the sale of rough fish and commissions collected from contract operators are
to be returned to the conservation fund as received.
